Jitney Representatives 
Defend Interests and De- 
clare That Only One Side 
Has Been Heard.

Bitter attacks on jitney buses 
were made by a number of Atlantans, 
including many prominent citizens, at 
a public hearing Friday afternoon 
before the special council traction 
committee on® the ordinance which 
aska elimination of jitneys from 
streets of this city. The audience 
overflowed the council chamber of 
city hall and packed the corridors 
outside the room. 

These attacks were answered and 
_cougter-offensives launched by offi- 
cials of jitney bus associations. Of- 
ficers of the Georgia Kailway & 
Power company also spoke. 

Following the hearing, it was an- 
nounced by Alderman J. L, McLen- 
don, chairman of the traction commit- 
tee, which recommended passage of 
the ordinance after a year’s study of 
the situation, that no further public 
hearings will be held unless demanded 
by the public. Power company offi- 
cials, representatives of the jitney in- 
terests and private individuals were 
viven ample opportunities to state 
their views Friday, he said, and he 
declared that it was unljkely that fur- 
ther hearings would be necessary. 

Decision Is Postponed. 

No decision resulting from the bear- 
ing will be reached for several days 
Mr. McLendon said, as it is not prob- 
able that the committee will hold an- 
other meeting before next Tuesday. 
However, it is not expected that the 
committee will alter the stand express 
ed by its members whe nthe ordinance 
was introduced in counci] last Mon- 
day. All members explained at that 
time that the ordinance had been draft 
ed only after a long study and after 
exhaustive public hearings had been 
held. 

Iu addition, the great bulk of state- 
ments presented Friday asked elim- 
ination of jitneys, and all but two 
speakers, both officials of the jitne? 
companies, demanded that the ordi- 
aance be passed. 

Representatives of all phases of 
Atlanta's citizenry attended the meet- 
ing, -including civic heads, labor 
leaders, city officials and former of- 
ficials, and private citizens—both men 
and women. All seats were filled 
long hefore the meeting was scheduled 
te begin, and standing room wae at 
n premium. 

Warning Received.

TO ASK INJUNCTION 


STATES GEWINNER 


Announcement Follows 
Agreement To Resume 
Regular Street Car Serv- 
ice This Morning. 


Appeal for an injunction restrain- 
ing the city of Marietta from enfore- 
ing an ordinance passed last week 
which would prohibit operation of 
jitneys on streets paralleling Atlanta 
street, avd within 2,000 feet, will 
be made in the next few days, Holt 
Gewinner, president of the Georgia 
Bus association, announced Friday, 
following announcements of officials 
of the Atlanta Northern railway that 
service on the Atlante-Marietta line 
will be resumed this morning, witb the 
regular schedule in effect. 

Decision to resume trolley service 
was reached at a conference of street 
ear officials and Marietta city offi- 
cials and civic leaders, called following 
the decision of Judge W. D. Ellis, in 
Fulton superior court Friday morn- 
ing, in which he denied applications of 
Judge Newt Morris, of Marietta, for a 
receivership and for an injunction 
to prevent dismantling of the line. 

Plan Injunction. 

“We will continue to operate busses 
at least until Tuesday morning, at 
which time the Marietta ordinance is 
to become effective,” President Gewin- 
ner, of the Georgia Bus association, 
stated Friday, “and by that time we 
hope to have an injunction which wiil 
allew us to continue service by pre- 
venting enforcement of the measure. 
Steps may be taken Saturday to obiain 
a temporary injunction, which would 
allow us te operate unfil a bearing on 
our request for a permanent restrict- 
ing order could be held. 

“In the meantime all of our emer- 
gency busses will be taken off the line 
this morning, and we will return to 
our regular schedule of one bus an 
hour, which was in effect before the 
power company tore up their tracks. 
We will, of course, add more cars if 
conditions reqiure them.”

Santiago, Chile, January 23.—Chile 
has experienced a second bloodless rev- 
olution within eight montha. 

A group of the younger officers 
of the army, which has governed the 
country with a military directorate 
since the deposing of President Arturo 
Alessandri,; has seized the government 
palace and it is rumored that Genera] 
Altamarano, Chile’s military dictator. 
has been placed under arrest, 

Detachments of cavalry and infan- 
try have closed the offices of the 
newspaper, Diario Llustrado on “or- 
ders of the revolutionary committee.” 

The principal leaders and support- 
ers of the revolt are not known. Nor 
has it been Jegrned whether the young- 
er officers have the backing of the 
entire army. 

‘Lhe Altamirano military directorate 
in Chile came into power about eight 
months ago when generals of the army 
sud marines foreed President Arturo 
Alessindri from hie office and an- 
neunced their intention te reorganize 
ihe guvernment. Simplification of gov- 
ernment and financial re! mi were 
the principal planks of the “wi 
ate’s platform.

Calls It Vampire Camera. 


Dr. Oliver Lee, who perfected the: 


camera to photograph the shadow 
bands, calls it the “vampire camera.” 
The shadow bands, which so far 
have puzzled scientists, 
before and just after the total eclipse. 

The feat will be attempted with 


_the device which will be moved to fol- 


low the movements of the shadow 


bands, as projected against a white) 


background. With the bands im- 
printed on a plate, Dr. Lee hopes to 
determine their origin, regularity, 
apeed and intensity. It is estimated 
that the bands move from two to 
feet a second.

Two questions, scientists hope, will 
be decided during the eclipse: 

1. Will the shadow cast during the 
eclipse affect wireless in the same 
way that other forms of darkness do? 

~. Will the shadow operate as a 
reflecting mirror, deflecting the wire- 
‘less rays?

These attitudes are said to reflect 
and explain the refusal of the cham- 
ber this morning to vote its approval 
of the posting of Deputy Marin’‘s 
speech throughout France. This re 
fusal, it was asserted in the parlia- 
mentary lobbies today, as well as by 
inference in the chamber, was due te 
unfavorable reaction in the United 
States senate. 

Deputy Marin’s speech in the 
chamber on the theory that “the war 
was a common cause” reached the con 
clusion that the full payment of 
France's debt to America would be 
“a moral iniquity” for the reason that 
“the allies owe France something” for 
protecting them. The speech was re 
ceived with much applause by the en 
tire chamber, except the communists— 
even Premier Herriot himself ap- 
proved—that it was taken as express 
ing the parliamentary view. This 
construction was made quite certain 
by the unanimity of the newspapers 
in advancing this theory of settlement 
and regarding the matter, not as a 


partisan political speech, but as an 
outburst of French patriotism. 
Reaction Was Bad. 

Senator Borah’s speech in reply, 
poticy as favored by M. Marin, was 
such that the government's supporters 
in the chamber had to vote against 
placarding the Marin address in order 
not to commit the government tu its 
theory. 

L'Intransigeant today, editorializ- 
ing on this aspect of the case, re 
proaches Premier Herriot for not 
standing by Deputy Marin’s theory.

Joe Reed read resolutions drawn 
by the civie council, which includes 
a majority of the city’s civic orguni- 
zations, to the effect that jitneys ure 
detrimental to the general welfare ot 
the city, and should be abolished. 

A resolution passed by the City 
club also was read, asked that vare- 
ful study be made before any meus- 
ures are taken to correct the evil by 
totally eliminating jitneys, but stated 
that some action should be taken im- 
mediately to clear the traffic situa- 
tion. 

A sharp attack on 
made py Jervine Jones, 
Journal of Labor, who also 
ommendations of the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades which ask complete 
abolition of jitneys. Labor is opposed 
to jitneys, he said, because their com- 
petition to a street railway system is 
destructive, and eventually would tear 
down the economic system on which 
the city is built.

regime “which refuses to recognize the 
sanctity of international obligations,” 
that recognition must be preceded by 
“works meet for repentance,” and 
that it must wait also until “the ac- 
tive spirit of enmity to our insti- 
tutions is abated’”—which would re- 
quire nothing less than the repeal of 
the Soviet constitution, the annul-

withdrawal or admission from Borah. 
The Idaho senator, though repeatedly 
urged by Gompers and others to con- 
tinue the hearings, suspended them, 
and it was only after the strongest 
pressure that he consented even to 
print the administration's soviet docu- 
ments.

In the meanwhile the soviets, en- 
couraged and strengthened. by recog- 
nition on the part of guvernments 
they are fighting tooth and _ nail, 
fighting openly and with every means 
in their power (short of war), have 
continued their onslaughtes against 
America and even stiffened their 
terms—until Rakovsky, their ambas- 
sador to England, says defiantly they 
will neither change their foreign 
policy nor call off the propaganda of 
Third International. Knowing 
they are not loved they believe, as 
Krassin has recently declared, that 
they are forcing recognition through 
the sheer weight in_ international 
affairs of their red army and their 
control of the economic resources of 
a great empire. The soviets now 
hope by similar arguments, especial- 
ly their immense oil resources in the 
Caucasus, to force recognition by the 
United States.

FROSTBITE. 

For all practical purposes frostbite 
is a burn. Like burns, frostbite may 
be of the first, second or third degree. 
First degree is simple inflammation 
of the skin. Second degree is blister- 
ing. Third negree is destruction of 
the skin of deeper tissues, with subse- 
quent sloughing of the gangrenous por-| 
ton, ulceration and perhaps infection— | 
septicemia (“‘bjood poisoning’’). 

There a great deal of popular 
misu.Jerstanding about the proper 
first-aid treatment of frostpite and 
even physicians sometimes give plat 
to romantic notions in advising or ap-| 
plying treatment. ‘The notion that it) 
is a geod planito apply snow or. 
ice to a frost bitten ear, cheek or} 
finger is on a par with the famous) 
rite of rolling a drowned person on a' 
barrel, calculated to impress the inno- 
cent bystanders, perhaps, but of ques-| 
tionable value for the victim. 

A slight numbness, scarcely noticed 
in Many cases, is the only warning of 
frostbite. This is presently followed 
by L’ nehing of the part frozen, and 
it is this pallor or whitening of the 
frozen skin that according to the er- 
radic tradition calls for the applica- 
tion of snow or ice. Probably that 
heroic and spectacular treatment was 
conceived with a view to mitigating 
the ill effects of overtreatment. 

The frostbitten place should be 
gently kneaded or rolled between the 
fingers, without making unnecessary

friction on the skin. It is well to 
use something to prevent friction, such | 
as a bit of cold cream, lard, any sim- 
ple unguent, or even water, but noi! 
cold water. The purpose is to restore 
circulation in the frozen tissues. As 
soon as ‘the circulation restored, 
which is shown by return of natural 
pink to the pale spot, the treatment 
is finished. To continue massage or 
kneading or worse to keep on rub- 
bing the skin after the color has come 
back to the white place, is to set up 
inflammation or infection of the dam-| 
aged tissues. Uusually a few mo- 
ments of kneading will suffice.

sible. ‘The chief purpose of all treat- 


ment of freezing is to restore heat to 
the body. This can be.: be done in 
a warm place. A minor or secondary 
purpose of treatment is to restore cir- 
culation in the frozen members if pos- 
sible. This is probably best accom- 
plished by warm massage, slow. gentle 
rubbing along the course of the veins 
from extremity toward the heart, 
with tconsiderable pressure upon the 
hand. the idea being to squeeze the 
blood vessels and force the blood along 
the way it should go as one might 
coax molasses through a rubber tube 
on a verw cold day. Some lubricant 
should be used for this rubbing, too. 
General treatment of the patient 
should be carried out in conjunction 
with the warm massage. Careful ap- 
plication of external heat—hot water 
bottles, etc., always first testing them 
on your own skin; the administration. 
if the patient can swallow, of hot tea 
or coffee, hot soup or other warming 
foods. but never aleohol, which onl 
lowers the body temperature.

While bankers here are watching 
the money market as a cat watches a 
mouse, it is being admitted frankly 
that it is difficult to reach any 
definite opinion regarding the trend, 
because the money market is being 
dominated by federal reserve opera- 
tions. For example, the week-end 
statement of the federal reserve sys- 
tem shows clearly that factors making 
for higher money rates are being off- 
set by developments in other direc- 
tions. 
tain that some agreement was reach- 
ed between officials of the federal re- 
serve and officials of the Bank of 
England at the conferences recently 
held here and at Washington where- 
by rediscount rates here would be 
kept below London for the purpose 
of helping in the recovery of sterling 
to par. But just how much the fed- 
eral reserve banks are doing and are 
going. to do to stabilize sterling is not 
known. 

Our best bankers are of the opin- 
ion that money rates will remain un- 
changed at least until the middle of 
February. What happens after that 
will depend largely on what happens 
in general trade. In the meantime 
bankers here are closely watching the 
item of securities owned in the 
weekly federal reserve statements.

Chicago, January 23.—Wheat ran 
up wildly here today to $1.96 a 
bushel, May delivery, but heavy sell- 
ing to realize profits led to a sharp 
reaction at the last. One of the rea- 
sons given for the fresh advance was 
a report that values of wheat '!» 
Argentina were jumping quicker than 
the market in Chicago regardless of 
the fact that wheat here and rye even 
more so had established a spectacular 
new top record again today. The 
wheat market here closed unsettled at 
3-4 net lower to 1 cent advance, May 
$1.93 3-4 to $1.94 and July $1.69 34 
to $1.70, with corn 2 1-4e to 3 1-4c 
down, eats 38e to 1 1-8e off and pro- 
visions varying from 12 cents decline 
to an equal upturn. 


Emphasizing the news from Argen- 
tina about rapidly rising prices for 
southern hemisphere wheat was a re- 
port that labor troubles werefspread- 
ing in Australia, one of the chie? 
other countries competing with the 
United States. With prospects thus 
apparently opening for increased 
European demand for wheat from the 
United States and Canada, general 
speculative buying here took on huge 
proportions. some observers expressed 
an opinion that the total volume would 
prove to be the largest on record. 

Unusual strength in the rve market 
here tended greatly to stimulate the 
wheat advance. Advices were at 
hand telling of immense Russian buy- 
ing of rye flour at Bremen, in Ger- 
many. At one time, excited traders 
here who were short of rye to fill 
outstanding contracts forced prices up

PEN WARDEN PLANS 
FOR NEW INDUSTRY 


Washington, January 23.—As the 
first step in a program for improv- 
ing conditions i® the Atlanta federal 
prison, John Snook, who takes charge 
as warden next week, is prepared to 
establish a new industry for employ- 
ment of idle prisoners and to seek 
better housing conditions in the over- 
crowded institution. 

Mr. Snook’s policies have been out- 
lined to department of justice offi- 
cials with whom he was in conference 
yesterday and today, and it was an- 
nounced that as a result of these 
conferences Luther C., White, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., will be named as pur- 
chasing agent, succeeding David J. 
Allen, who resigned under pressure 
during the recent investigation of the 
prison directed by Attorney General 
Stone, 

New Deputy Discussed. 

Selection of a deputy warden to 
succeed former Deputy Warden 
Fletcher, now under indictment with 
former Warden Sartain, as a result 
of the housecleaning at the prison, 
was discussed between Mr. Snook and 
department officials, but conclusions 
reached, if any, were withheld. 

Mr. Snook told department offi- 
cials that his brief visit to the prison 
before coming here for the conference 


convinced him that one wf the chief 


from \ problems at Atlanta was the icleness 


of prisoners. ‘The present condition, 
he was quoted as saying, represented 
a dead loss to the prisoners then- 
selves and to the government, since 
about half of the men in the institu- 
tion are lying around in their cells 
for want of an occupation to employ 
their time. 

The duck mill employs almost half 
of the prison inmates, but Attorney 
General Stone’s idea is that there 
shall be another industry in the 
prison that will furnish some sort of 
supplies which may be nsed in all 
federal prisons just as the products 
of the duck mill now are used. Mr. 
Stone believes it practicable to xstab- 
lish several different industries in 
each of the various federal prisons 
and interchange the products. Thus 
far, however, there has been no de- 
cision as to what product will be 
manufactured in the Atlanta institu- 
tion in addition to duck, and Mr. 
Snook expressed the view that some 
study would be required before a 
conclusion can be reached. 

Vocational Education. 

The new warden believes that 
whatever new industry is established 
in the Atlanta prison, it should have 
a vocational education value to the 
prisoner as well as being the means 
of producing a commodity of value 
to the government. Little, if any, 
of the prison product ever has been 
placed on the open market and no 
change is contemplated by Attorney 
General Stone in the.establishment of 
a new industry at Atlanta. 

Mr. Stone has advised Mr. Snook 
to continue the investigation which 
the department started and which 
brought about the separation from 
the service of four or five executives 
in the institution. The attorney 
general declared that the new warden 
should get rid of every person who 


had any part in the alleged crooked- | 


ness which resulted in the indictment 
of Sartain and Fletcher. — 

Mr. Snook’s attention also was di- 
rected by the department to alleged 
narcotic smuggling, which is said to 
have gone on to a greater or less de- 
gree in the past few years, and im- 
structed to bend every effort to curb 
the evil. One of Mr. Snook’s ideas 
for meeting this condition was said to 
be the stopping of delivery of all 
packages to prisoners until prison at- 
taches were able to assure themselves 
that no narcotics were contained 
therein. ‘This may involve the com- 
plete stoppage of packages contain- 
ing food and other commodities in 
which narcotics might be: concealed, 
but the new warden expects later to 
work out a plan whereby general 
rules may be laid down to deal with 
this phase of the situation.
